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Sir: 
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Responsive to the Office Action of November 7, 2007, constituting a restriction 
requirement among Groups I-V as defined by the Examiner on pages 2-3 of the Office Action, 
Applicants hereby elect the subject matter of Group I, i.e. claims 1-11, 14-19 and 21-26 (in part), 
drawn to products of formula [I] wherein R 1 and R 2 together do not form a ring; W is an aromatic 
heterocycle; and Ar is an aromatic carbocycle, with traverse. 

Applicants traversal of the restriction requirement is based on the fact that Groups I-V do 
not cover all of the claimed subject matter, although this has been apparently recognized by the 
Examiner in stating that "this list is not exhausted" (second paragraph on page 4). 

For example, when R 1 and R 2 together do not form a ring, Groups I-V do not cover the 
compounds where (1) W is an aromatic carbocycle and Ar is an aromatic heterocycle, (2) W is 
alkylene and Ar is an aromatic carbocycle, (3) W is an aromatic carbocycle and Ar is an aromatic 
heterocycle or (4) W is alkylene and Ar is an aromatic carbocycle. In addition, when R 1 and R 2 



together do form a ring, Groups I-V do not cover the compounds where (1) W is alkylene and Ar 
is an aromatic carbocycle or (2) W is alkylene and Ar is an aromatic carbocycle. Perhaps the 
Examiner would consider it appropriate to add a Group VI subject matter directed to any claimed 
subject matter which is not encompassed by Groups I-V. 

This election is made while reserving Applicants' rights under 35 U.S.C. §121 to file a 
divisional application for the non-elected subject matter. 

Action on the merits is requested. 
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
